Louvain by the Germans has finally 


eoiue a story of the heroism of two 
young girls, which will go down 111

Van Lint were merely telephone op­ 
erators l*efore the Germans entered 
Belgium and then destroyed the city 
of Louvain.

In Many Communities it is as High 


as Beef, Whereas in Others it 


is Much Lower. 


Food specialists of the 
D epart­ 


ment of Agriculture who have been 
investigating the sfibject find that 
there is a wide variation 
in 
tlie 
prices asked for lamb and mutton 
in different cities and 
towns 
and 
even in different butcher simps in 
the same locality. 
In many places 
the prices asked by the pop ml for 


these foods closely approach 
those 
asked for beef and pork. 


In other places, owing to condi­ 
tions of local supply, there is such a 
price difference 
betweeen 
mutton 
and beef as to make mutton a rela­ 
tively cheap food. 
The 
specialists 
of the Department 
of 
Agriculture 
find that in nutritive value and d ig e s­ 
tibility m utton is pratcieally inter­ 
changeable with beef. 
The waste is 
about the same percentage, although 
mutton has a slight advantage over 
beef in containing less water. 


In many m arkets where the pound 
price of mutton and lamb is 
high, 
careful shoppers will find that they 
can obtain this form of meat very 
much lower by buying hind quarters 
or half carcasses instead of buying 
chops and roasts separately by 
the 
pound. 
In the ease of a hind qnar- I 
ter the chops can 
he 
cut 
off and I 
served for one meal and the roast 
will serve for another meal. 
In this 
way the family frequently will ob­ 
tain chops at a price per pound low­ 
er than that asked for roast alone 
by the pound. 


Where a half carcass is bought, in 
addition to the chops and roasts, the 
family will have a fore quarter and 
meat for stewing. 
The sheep is very 
convenient for purchase in this wav 
as it is small and can be kept in an 
ordinary 
refrigerator. 
Frequently 
families combine and buy 
a 
whole 
carea»s and divide it, and in thi> 
ease get "-till better prices and ob­ 
tain expensive cuts at a low aver­ 
age per pound. 


Tin1 specialist of the Department 
advise women who find the cost of 
other meats oppressive 
to 
investi­ 
gate these quantity buying methods 
and also to look into the differences 
in prices charged for lamb and mut­ 
ton by different retailers in

Of coffee’s food 
properties little can be said 
unless, perchance, the cof­ 
fee drinker add a loaf of 
sugar to his cup. 


Beer contains from three 
to four per cent, alcohol. 
In addition it holds in solu­ 
tion the highly nutritious 
qualities of the grain from 
which it is brewed and the 
tonic properties of the hops, 
added to give it flavor. 


Alcohol, when taken in 
temperate quantities, is not 
without its healthful ef­ 
fects. It has been scien­ 
tifically demonstrated that 
a certain amount of alcohol 
is generated in the stomach 
to act as an aid to digestion. 
The effect of alcohol on the 
nerves is soothing. 


The 
contrast between 
coffee and beer is a sharp 
one. The former whips up 
the jaded nerves only to 
leave them more shattered 
than before.
